Because of a small 
library staff, placing reference 
and periodicals together 
would makeit possible- when 
necessary - for one staff 
member to help in both areas. 
THE ADDITION OF FAU 
HOLDINGS - general circu- 
lation and reference - was 
another deciding factor. 
Because FAU circulating col- 
lection is catalogued in the 
Library of Congress System 
(PBCC uses the Dewey Sys- 
tem), those books had to be 
placed in a separate section. 
For easy access, PBCC and 
FAU referenced books are 
shelved together, and all 
‘hard-cover business indexes 
(Moody, Standard & Poor, 
etc.) grouped in a special 
Section.
